a lot of things that go on at Santa Cruz 
which would blow the lid off a campus like 
Berkeley. One of these things is the selec- 
tion of a campus representative to act in 
lieu of a student body president. The prob- 
lem arises because, under the collegiate 
concept of Santa Cruz, there is no posi- 
tiua such as a President for all the stu- 
dents. Therefore, some other representa- 
tive must be chosen to fill the vacancy. 

Santa Cruz students probably don’t realize 
it, "but to the outside world, they have a 
student body president. Last year Jamie 
Goodman served in this capacity. It was 
everyone’s assumption that he was chosen 
because he was the Chairman of the Califor- 
nia Ciub. But this year the representative 
has already been chosen and she will serve 
regardless of who assumes the Chairmanship 
of the Cal Club. Chancellor McHenry has 
chosen Barbara Corona, a Cowell senior, 
to az’ as this campus’ representative. 

The PRESS is not taking issue here with 
the choice of Miss Corona. Rather it is 
taking issue with the fact that the Chan- 
cellor is, in essence, choosing his own stu- 
dent body president. More accurately than 
calling Miss Corona Santa Cruz’s: student 
representative, she is truly our Adminis- 
trative representative. 

The fault in this matter, though, doesn’t 
lie solely with the Chancellor. It is the 
fault of the students as well. Several stu- 
dents have been working hard for almost 
a year in trying to establish an Inter-Col- 
lege Board. If this Board were in exis- 
teuce, then it might select either one of 
its number or another student to serve as 
representative. This choice, although not 
an actual popular choice, would come much 
closer to approMimating a representative rep-(— 
resentative. 

Until such time as this Board exists, the 
PRESS does feel that some more meaningful 
means should be adopted for the selection of 
a representative. Perhaps each college 
government should submit one name and from 
that group a representative be elected. Or 
perhaps it could rotate among these college 
re, resentatives. 

In no case, though, does the PRESS f2el that 
the Chancellor should have authority to select 
his own representative. Not only is this 
undermining to the idea of divergent view- 
points gaining audience ( that of the Adminis- 
tration and that of the students), but it tends 
to undermine the feeling by students that they 
are sincerely a part of this University and 
tha: what they have to say is of some impor-

My worst fear is that of re- 
turning to the US, I have 
been scared a couple of times 
over here. My second day in 
the jungle some snipers op- 
ened up on the mortor pit while 
I was in it. I just kept low 
and manipulated the gun. An- 
other platoon wiped them out. 
The V.C. are very stupid. Un- 
less you walk right into one 
of their ambushes they are 
going to be on the short end 
every time. And even in an 
ambush we have all the fire 
power, [hear artillery and air 
Strikes constantly day and 
night. Ihate helicopters, They 
are the aerial artillery and I 
see them at their bloody work 
everyday. The V.C, scare us. 
At night they may crawl up to 
a perimeter and chuck a gre- 
nade. It is a usless, ridicul- 
ous thing to do requiring only 
valiance. We have trip flares 
and booby traps and knives 
around our perimeter every 
night. A couple of weeks ago 
I was on a perimeter with a 
few other guys (2) in a fox 
hole; actually at the time I 
was behind the hole. One of 
our own GI’s got lost in the 

dark and tried to sneak upon 


our foxhole, no doubt scared a: 
hell - a new guy. My friend 


in the foxhole opened up on 
him. I heard a sharp cry and 
after 10 minutes of being dead 
Scared, I found his body, blo- 
wn to bits, in our foxhole. If 
Fd been in the foxhole at the 
time I would have killed him 
just as dead, The horror of the 
perimeter at night! For this] 
hate America, LBJand the 
ever livin’ Bourgeoisie. 


es NO INN COENTS 


A couple of thoughts have 
occured to me. There are no 
innocents. The V,C,, the Viet- 
namese people, the American 
power elite, the Russian for- 
eign office, the collegist so- 
ciety are all guilty. If there 
are innocents, or perhaps I 
should say thoses who clos- 
est approach innocents - are 
the conscripted slave - solde 
lers on both sides. But they 
let it happen so they, like 
myself, are guilty too. Thisis 
an absurd situation - the tace 
tics are ridiculous - the ends 
are impossible - the pity is a 
comedy - the tragedy is in 
loneliness. 


I have no confidence in my 
fellow soldiers, They survive 
because they are lucky. Isure- 
vive because they are lucky. 


The Vietnamese are 
wretched. In a way they are 
attractive - occasionally, I

ting lax. Well, I’m no fatalist 
yet.

Now I hear there is a war in 
Israel, Things are happening 
quicker than I anticipated and 
thoughts of the duration make 
me shudder. Back at UCSC 
I had a grip onhistory and now

my chance, 


I said I fear returning to 
America. It is because of 
the dishonor, the quake in con- 
fidence my fickle behavior has 
generated, I tolda lotof people 
that I wouldn’t fight and now I 
am and that’s a hell of a thing 
to go back to. It was because 
I didn’t give a damn about my- 
self and make a snap (though 
Sincere) decision, Now Iam 
trying to do the most ration- 
al thing.

Now I feel 
I am trying to dump all that 
BS, about honor and ideals.
